We have papers to July 27th. 

A curious trial is proceeding at Lim- 
erick assizes. The agent of a Now 
York Insurance-office and two medical 
" nien are charged with effecting insur- 
ances upon the lives of persons with- 
out their knowledge, forging names to 
deceive the company. 

The-Prince of Wales gave a fancy 
- hall and tho "Times" devoted three 
columns to an elaborate description of 
tho principal dresses worn by both 
sexes, the general effect being that 
men nowadays, in England, aro slight- 
ly less extravagant, but a great deal 
more vain than women,— precisely tho 
distinction noted in savage tribes. 
Tho most original episode in tho ball 
seems to have been a fairy quadrille — 
. an artistic idea, 

A portrait of Sir W. Ferguson, tho 
cost of which had been defrayed by 
subscription, was placed in the Royal 
College of Surgeons in Edinburgh. 

Private Atkinson, winner of tho 
Queen's Prize at Wimbledon, received 
a flattering welcome upon his return 
to Newcastle, being chaired through 
the streets. 

Lord Penrhyn has given notice that 
ho will not employ members of the 
Trade's Union, and it is feared that 
several thousand men will be thrown 
out of work, as they lefuso to abandon 
the Union. 

A large block of buildings at Chat- 
ham, used for the purposes Royal En- 
gineers' mess, was burnt down on the 
20th July. A grand ball was to have 
been given in the evening. 

The banks of tho Monkland Canal 
gave way near Glasgow, and caused a 
destruction of property to tho value of 
of between £30,000 and £-10,000. 

Tho Coroner's jury has returned a 
verdict of "Accidental death" in the 
case of DeGroof , tho "Flying Alan," 
who was killed in descending with a 
parachute from a balloon. 

Two youths at Birmingham have 
been committed for trial on a charge, 
they having induced a componion, who 
could not swim, to accompany them 
into deep water, and there left him to 
drown. 

In tho trial of the action for" libel of 
the Rev. P. P. O'lveefe against Bishop 
Moran, at Kildaro Assizes, a verdict 
was returned for tho plaintiff with £50 
damages, but the jury expressed a hope 
that the litigation would now cease. 

Tiie Benchers of Gray's-inn assem- 
bled on Saturday to inquire into the 
conduct of Dr. Kenealy, Q. C, in 
connexion with the Tichborne caso, 
but, in consequence of tho continued 
illness of that learned gentleman, tho 
opening of the investigation was de- 
ferred until August 1. 

A boat was capsized off Margate on 
Thursday, snd two coastguardmen and 
four other persons were drowned. 

Four young women were drowned 
near Teignmouth on Saturday by the 
upsetting of a boat. The man in 
charge of the boat has been committed 
for trial on a charge of manslaughter. 

A murder, arising out of a land dis- 
pute, was recently committed in Ire- 
land. A woman was shot near Limer- 
ick, in her bed room; but it is believed 
that it was her husband who was the 
mark of the assassin. Seven men for- 
cibly entered the houso of a farmer 
near Mullingar, and compelled him to 
swear to give up possession of his land 
Petitions have been filed against the 
return of Sir G. Elliott, tho Conserva- 
tive, and Mr. C. M, Palmer, the Lib- 
eral, member for North Durham. 

Mr. G. H. Lea, brother of the form- 
er Liberal member, has come forward 
as a candidate for Kidderminster. 

The summons against Mr. Chaplin, 
M. P., one of the Stewards of the Joc- 
key Club, for sanctioning betting on 
Newmarket Race Course was heard 
and dismissed by the magistrates, who 
granted a case for appeal.

Tho Legislative Council of Manito- 
ba has refused to decreo its own aboli- 
tion, and for tho present its existence 
must bo tolerated. 

A movement of French Canadians 
from the United States to Manitoba 
has commenced, and it may attain con- 
siderable dimensions. The arrival of 
one detachment of throo hundred has 
been announced by tho 'Metis.' 

Tho tenders for tho construction of 
tho Canada Pacific Telegraph wore 
opened by the Government to-day. 
Owing to the peculiar nature of tho 
work and tho wide difference in tho 
character of tho projiosjds, it will pro- 
bably take several days before any 
proper decision can be arrived at as to 
their respective merits. 

Tho prospectus of a new magazine 
was issued to-day, to bo published at 
tho principal citios of the Dominion 
simultaneously. It will be called 
"Tho Northmen and Canadian Maga- 
zine." P. S. Hamilton, editor of tho 
Halifax 'Recorder,' a writer of consi- 
derable note, will be tho editor. 

Montreal, Aug. 11.— A city loan of 
.£750,000 sterling has been negotiated 
through tho deputation in London, 
England. The lirst £250,000 sterling 
at 00 per cent, nett, tho city to share 
the profits over 02 on the second quar- 
ter, and the third and last quarter to 
be issuod wholly on tho city's account. 

The Local Government of Manitoba 
have sent representatives to tho Do- 
minion authorities, urging a speedy 
commencement of the Pembina branch 
of the Pacific Railway. Wo believe it 
is the intention of tho Government, if 
possible, to have the road placed under 
contract in September next. 

Ottawa, Aug. 8.— Yesteruny tho Pre- 
mier tolographed to Lieut. -Gov. Morris 
tho text of au advertisement calling for 
tenders for tho construction of tho Pem- 
bina branch of the Canntta Pacific Rail- 
way, in order that no delay should occur 
in providing employment for tho settlors 
who havo suffered from tho grasshopper 
plague; and also that tho probable ten- 
ders of Manitoba contractors would havo 
tho samo advantage as to timo as others 
in tho older Provinces.

A cahlo dispatch announces tho 
tho death, at the age of 85, of Sir Wil- 
liam Faii-bairn, a baronet of tho Unit- 
ed Kingdom. Sir William Fairbairn 
was a civil engineer, and was early on- 
gaged with tho first Stephenson in the 
construction of railroads. But it was 
not as a railroad engineer that he gain- 
ed his reputation and renown. Soon 
after the opening of tho first railroad, 
he turned his attention to tho building 
cf iron ships, and ho brought his plans 
to perfection in 18U.J and 1836. To 
him, therefore, may bo ascribed the 
growth of England's commerce which 
has followed since iron ship-building 
has become so general. Tho deceased 
was likewise associated with Stephen- 
son in the design and construction 
of the tubular bridge across the Menai 
straits, connecting the island of An- 
glesey with tho mainland of Wales. He 
was one of the founders and first mem- 
bers of the British Association for tho 
advancement of science. He was also 
the author of many standard books 
upon iron, among which aro, "Iron, 
Its History and Manufacture, Applica- 
tion of Iron to Building Purposes, and 
Iron Ship building." Ho was a native 
of Kelso, Roxburgshire, Scotland, but 
received his early education at New- 
castle-on-Tyne, England, the homo of 
the Stephensoiis. He was created a 
baronet by Gladstone in 1SG!) in re- 
cognition of his eminent services.

The Tacou Expedition. 

RETURN OF THE STEELE PARTY! 



Fort Wrangel, Aug. 1G, G p. m. 
H. N. Steelo'3 party from the Tacon 
country returned this evening. They 
travollod up tho Tacou River 100 miles to 
the Forks. The whole country is nothing 
but a succession of quartz lodges; found 
gold nil along but not in paying quanti- 
ties. They think thoy did not go far 
enough by at loast 150 miles. They re- 
present tho country as having a much 
milder climate thau Cassiar, not overtim- 
bered, with prairie patches occasionally, 
in which grass grows to tho height of 7 
feet, and fruit and game of all descrip- 
tions exist without limit. Thoro are not 
as many Indians in tho country as was 
aappood. They uro peacably disposed 
yet do not caro about any whites coming 
to their country. 

TheU. S. Troops Destroy Spirits 
and Confiscate Goods! 

Wrangel, 5 p.m. Aug. 19. 
Str California just arrived from Sitka. 
Shortly after her arrival four detach- 
ments of U. S. troopa wero landed and 
every store and house was searched for 
liquor. Wherever found it was instant- 
ly destroyed. In Sam Goldstein's a bar- 
rel of brandy was found, the clerk arrest- 
ed and tho store, which contained about 
gfjOOO worth of goods, was closed and is 
now in charge of an U. S. officer. Wil- 
son's saloon was closed; Curry Sc Waters' 
was also closed with several others. Bar- 
rels, cases, bottles, etc., wero taken out 
and broken to pieces. Tho town was 
quite lively for a few hours. 

Arrival of tlie First Overland Cattle 
Train at Cassiar ! 

Glknora Landing, Aug. 1G, 
An, Indian arrived hero this evening 
■with dispatches to tho Gold Commis- 
sioner from McGregor, who is with the 
overland cattle train from tho Fraser, re- 
questing that some provisions bo sent out 
to meet them as they wero short. It took 
the Indian 2% days to roach tho Lauding 
from the time he loft the train, which is 
supposed to have struck tho south fork 
of the Stickeeu about 60 miles from here. 
The Indian returns to-morrow with sup- 
plies. McGregor ro2iorts all in good 
health arid tho cattle in good condition.

better from Cassiar- 

[From oar Traveling Correspondent ] 

Lake Town, Dease Greek, Aug. 4th-, 
It may be safely said, that nearly 
every claim on this Crook has boon at 
work long enough to satisfy share- 
holders as to tho extent of pay, and it 
is well known that tho result has fall 
en far short of what a month ago was 
generallyjespected. About one-third 
of the claims, some of which wore 
supposed to bo in tho very boat loca- 
tions, havo turned out blanks, and are 
fast being abandoned; a few, perhaps 
a dozen, are paying from fifty to ouo 
hundred and thirty-live ounces to 
twenty hours rim, (nightaud day shift), 
and the rest may bo put down at a 
littlo ovor wages as tho average. You 
will remember, however, that mining 
operations oh this Creek extends over 
a distance or tun miles, and although 
there may be many a blank betwoen 
the lirst, and last stake, and no such 
deposits found as wero picked up in 
Cariboo, still a great many hero will 
make a little stako this year. But 
although considerable prospecting has 
boon dono in tho district, nothing 
worth speaking of has been found, and 
as Thibort Crook has proved almost a 
"bilk," wo have only this Creek to 
boast of, so you see, under those con- 
siderations, I do not think I would be 
justified in proclaiming Cassiar tho 
' 'Eldorado of the world," or even of 
British Columbia. 

Four companies, in all about twonty 
men, have left this placo during last 
month, and havo gone down tho Del- 
oire River on a prospecting expedi- 
tion. You will remember that it was 
down that river poor McCulloch re- 
ported ho had found very rich digg- 
ings, and that it was to that placo the 
unfortunate prospector was returning 
when deatli overtook him in tbe snow- 
drifts of tho Lower Stickeon. Nearly 
all tho idle men that are here now are 
merely waiting for news from thisquar- 
ter, and this news will decide which 
way tboy will go, down the Deloiro or 
down to Victoria. 

In the matter of grub, we havo 
simply fallen into tho hands of tho 
enemy. Tho packing is controlled by 
two traders, who seem to bo deter- 
mined to grind their pound of llesh 
out of the honest prospector. Just 
think of it! -10 cents a pound for pack- 
ing over ninety miles of a fine a coun- 
try as is in British Columbia. The 
thing is simply aggravating, But how 
can we help ourselves? Indians can- 
not be hired to pack for any less than 
tho rate ohargod by thoso two pack- 
trains; and although two other trains 
did make their way up tho river for 
tho purpose of engaging in tho busi- 
ness, their owners were corrupt to the 
core; for not having the welfare of tho 
honest miner at heart, they allowed 
themselves to bo bought off by the 
monopolists, and the price of grub was 
■still kopt up. Tho result of all this 
is, that at tho present price tho grub 
men who are engaged in prospecting 
tho country aro fast getting discour- 
aged; in fact many havo already given 
n p in despair and gone below. For 
the last four weeks the record kopt by 
the boatmen shows an average of 
twenty a day leaving tho country. 

Of course, I do not pretend to blame 
those two traders, thoy have got Jtho 
pack-trains in their own hands, and 
the best show to make money which 
has occurred to tliem for many a year, 
and it will bo safe to say thoy will 
clear fifty thousand dollars apiece this 
season. It is fun for them, but rough 
on tho prospector. Wo havo one 
glimmer of hope left us. That is tho 
arrival of the overland train; and many 
an anxious oyo is scanuiug tho hori- 
zon in tho direction of the valley of the 
Eraser, to catch the lirst glimpse of the 
vanguard of this long-looked for suc- 
cess. Flour is Boiling at fifty dollars 
a hundred, when it could easily bo set 
down here for half that price. 

Our town numbers now thirty-two 
business houses, chiefly] saloons and 
stores; but as it is not in the centre of 
the mines it doos not present a very 
lively appearance except on Sunday, 
when the miners come in to got their 
supplies. 

The weather hero has been quite 
changeable, although I cannot say 
that it is at all disagreable. We havo, 
however, cold night always, ands frost 
has occurred every few nights all 
through tho summer.

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

Europe. 

Pari3, Aug 17.— The official count of 
votes inColvados plapes the- olection of 
M. Delaney (Bonapartist) beyond a 
doubt. Tho "Journal des Dobatos" 
regards tho election as ominous of dan- 
ger, and warns tho country against the 
threatening attitude of tho Bonapart- 
ists. Lo Temps saj's that while the 
Monarchical parties are disappearing 
the Bonapartista aro coming to tho 
front. 

Complete returns from tho Depart- 
ment of Colvados give Cellany (Bona- 
partist) 10,7!)-1 votes, and Aubert (Re- 
publican) 27,000. 

New York, Aug 17.— European let- 
ters say Italy seems to havo become 
hopelessly bankrupt. The peoplo are 
sincerely loyal to their King, and the 
Ministers aro almost pedantically at- 
tached to tho English theory of Par- 
liamentary government. Tho State 
asks nothing bettor than to leave tho 
church alone, but they havo no bread 
and no specie, and they have Hoods, 
malaria, bandits and paper money. 

Paris, Aug 17.— Victor Hugo was 
seriously injured to-day by beiii" 
knocked down by the pole of a cart. 
Ho remains in a dangerous condi- 
tion. 

New York, Aug 17. — A Paris corres- 
pondent says: The Archbishop of Paris 
has given rise to another diplomatic 
difficulty, owing to a pastoral letter 
which was read to a few faithful in tho 
Cathedral, and posted upa short time 
sinco, as the journals dare not publish 
it. Some idea of its tenor may be 
formod from these facts: First— It was 
written immediately after Ginbertz' re- 
turn from Rome, where ho had several 
interviews with the Pope. Second — 
Marshal MacMahon went directly . to 
Do Nigra's, the Italian Minister's 
house, and made an apology for the 
letter, saying a note on the subject 
would appear in the Journal Ofliciel 
next morning. The pastoral letter 
contained things offensive to Italy and 
to Victor Emanuel. 

New York, Aug 19. — A Brussels let- 
ter says: "Very little of general inter- 
est has transpired respecting the trans- 
actions of tho Congress. It is working 
industriously about three hours per 
day. Nearly all the European States 
aro represented, whilo the responsi- 
bility for tho Western Continent is 
borne by tho Republic of San Salva- 
dor, who is a sort of philanthropist and 
self-appointed delegate. Belgians, of 
all classes, look coldly on the Con- 
gross because they suspect some trick 
on the part of the great military mon- 
archies and clericals, because they 
hear rumors that some sort of demon- 
stration against Carlisiu will be made." 

Berlin, Aug 1!). — The Post says that 
tho Brussels Congress has abandoned 
the Russian programmes. Tho dele- 
gates havo transmitted, for the satis- 
faction of their respective Govern- 
ments, the resolutions adopted, which 
merely enlarge the humane provisions 
of tho Geneva Convention. 

London, Aug IS. —Several base-ball 
clubs have beou formed in tho north of 
England, Manuals for players are 
published and articles used" in the 
game have been imported for sale. 

The "Mark Lane Express" says: 
"Bad weather prevailed throughout 
the past week, but our farmers kepi a 
sharp look-out and secured their crops. 
There are no reports of spouting, 
though much wheat was atacked in 
poor oondition, in consequence of 
heavy winds and low temperature. 
The same weather has prevailed on 
the continent. This will bring good 
samples to the front, and increase the 
value of the old stock. There is little 
difference in price sinco last reports, 
although the tendency is downward. 
Tho crops here and in Franco are most- 
ly socm o, and tho dependence of bol h 
countries on foreigners is lessened. 
The last estimates put our crop at 
seven per centum below the average." 

Right Honorable William Forster 
leaves shortly for the United States. 

Sir William Pairbarn, the well 
known civil engineer, died to-day aged 
85. 

Dublin, Aug 1(1. — A riot occurred 
in Armagh yesterday during a parade 
of Orangemen. An armed mob attack- 
ed tho procession, and a general fight 
ensued. Tho militury wore ca!!e 1 out, 
and cleared tho town at the point of 
the bayonet, and many of the partici- 
pants were wounded, but no one was 
killed. 

London, Aug 15. —An immense 
Home-rule demonstration took place 
at Glasgow to-day. Tho procession 
was a milo in length and 20,000 per- 
sons attended the mass meeting. An 
equally extensive meeting was held in 
Dungannon to-day. Among tho speak- 
ers was a Mr. O'Connor of New York. 

LoNDON.Aug 17. — A "Standard" spe- 
cial despatch from Madrid reports 
that tho Republican General Blanco 
has captured Vittorin. 

London, Aug 10. — 50,000 miners as- 
sembled in mass meeting on Durham 
Raceoourse yesterday. Addresses 
woro mado by Mncdonald, Lloyd, 
Jonos and Bradlaugh. 



Canada. 

Ottawa, (Ontario), Aug. 19.— Tho 
bush fires in this vicinity continuo to 
rage with unabated fury. Tho town 
of Ayliner was on tho verge of des- 
truction yesterday, but a change of 
wind fortunately took the fire in an- 
other direction. Last night tho fire 
sprung lip with renewed energy. In 
tho vicinity of Skoll's mills 'several 
small shanties wero burned. The wind 
is now blowing in iho direction of 
lumber piles and Richmond Road. At 
Pontine and Pembroke fmuch damage 
haa boon done. The former villn.ro 
W»J in gieat danger. Tha city (Ott.i- 



wa) is overshadowed with smoke and 
ashes, and cinders fill the air. All the 
Fire Departments aro out fighting the 
flames. The excitement is intense. 

Ottawa, (Ont.,) August 19.— Thia 
city is now tho center of; bush fires, 
which aro closing hourly on all our 
suburbs. Should a strong wind spring 
up, it is feared that tho village of Hull 
owing to its flimsy construction, would 
bo swopt away by tho flames that are 
now close upon its borders. Thia 
city is wrapped in a dense cloud of 
smoke and fog, and the situation ia one 
of intense anxiety. 

Later reports ]ust received give an 
account of the destructive fire at Carp. 
A number of houses and barns were 
destroyed by the prevailing bush fires, 
and ono man, whose name is unknown, 
was burned to doath. There are also 
largo (ires raging in tho neighbour- 
hood of Brussels, Orillias, Fergus, Tara 
and 'Fishorton. 

Quebec, August 18. — Accounts from 
tho neighbouring parishes represent 
tho storm of Friday last as tho most 
severe that has been experienced for 
many years, and the damage it great. 
At Volcarties tho crops in many places 
wero entirely destroyed. Potatoos 
were washed out of the ground, and 
grain was carried away as if cut with a 
mowing machine. Hail-stones cover- 
ed the ground to a depth of three 
inches. A largo number of settlors 
have been rendered destitute. 

Toronto, August 18. — Hazle, who 
fired at and wounded MissCalvor and 
Hurley, whom he mistook for hia 
daughter and her lover, on Thursday 
night, was arrested last night at Os- 
hawa. 

Toronto, August 18.— S. B. Harris, 
Grand Secretary of the Free and Ac- 
cepted Masons, died at eight o'clock 
th s p. m., at Hamilton, after a long 
illness. Tho funeral takes plaoe on 
Thursday. 

Montreal, August 17. — A married 
woman named Elizabeth Nolan, com- 
mitted suicide yesterday, by drown- 
ing. Several Frenchman saw her, 
but made no effect to rescue her. 

Montreal, August 17. — A special 
from Fort Garry says Riel has been 
again unanimously selected as a can- 
didate for the Dominion Parliament, 
to bo nominated on the 26th proximo. 
Ho will no doubt go in unoppos- 
ed. 

Montreal, August 17. — A special 
from Newfoundland announces that 
the Directors of the Direct United 
States Cable Company have presented 
Governor Hill with a'beautifully filled 
case containing samples of thoir new 
cable, graduating from the shore-erid 
to tho deep-sea portion. ' 



Eastern States. 
Louisville (Ky.,) August 15.— Phil- 
ip Arnold, connected with the cele- 
brated diamond transactions of 1872, 
was to-day arrested upon a requisition 
from the Governor of California, up- 
on an 'indictment sujiposed to be 
sworn out by Wm. M. Lent and 
others, of San Francisco, who prose- 
cuted him therr for alleged swind- 
ling. 

Detroit, Aug 19th. — To-day Canada 
and Detroit vied in attentions to Gov-
